Hackneys 

"Hackneys" are a breed of horses or 
ponies notable for high action with front 
and hind limbs. The breed originated in 
England in 1755 and was also popular in 
France and Holland. When hackneys are 
lined up in the show ring they "spread" 
by extending the fore and hind legs. This 
dates back to the days when carriages were 
in general use, and horses were taught to 
spread so they could not move suddenly 
when a lady was stepping in or out of a 
carriage. When a horse is spread, he must 
collect his legs together before starting to 
move.

This is a further classification of the 
American Saddle Horse, these entries being 
shown in light harness to a four-wheeled 
wagon. Speed is not required but the horse 
should be extremely showy and move with 
the air of an aristocrat. 






Jumpers 

These horses provide the thrills of the 
show as bars are raised in case of ties. Faults 
only are scored and style and manners are 
disregarded. 

Hunter 

A hunter is a horse used under saddle 
which could be used for the purpose of 
following hounds across country. They must 
have endurance, smooth way of going, speed 
and jumping ability. They are divided into 
three weight classifications: lightweight 
carrying up to 165 lbs.; middleweight up to 
185 lbs., and heavyweight over 185 lbs. 
Conformation: hunter classes are judged 
both over fences and then stripped for 
judging of types. Thoroughbred horses are 
often used in this division. Within the 
hunter classification also come the handy 
hunter in which performance, manners and 
way of going are considered alone (no 
conformation).

7. If two or more boys catch the same calf, it will be turned loose. 

8. If a contestant comes into possession of a calf already haltered, he must 
drop his own halter. 

9. Undue roughness will not be tolerated by the referee. Poor sportsmanship 
automatically disqualifies a contestant. 

10. Contestants not catching calves will be awarded consolation prizes.

“The Peddlers ', French and English fur traders from Montreal, 
moved on to the prairies in the 1760's, reducing the 
quantity of fur to the Hudson’s Bay Company’s trading posts.
